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We have been fortunate this year in obtaining good 
teachers and those of experience. ‘They have proved faith- 
ful and efficient, and all we could reasonably expect. 

It has been our privilege to give the pupils some new 
text-books for use, as we thought best adapted to their 
needs and attainments. Scholars have seemed to ap- 
preciate the privileges which they enjoy. Visiting the 
school by the parents and friends is too much neglected, 
we all feel more or less interest in the welfare of our 
schools, but how can we judge without first entering the 
school room and seeing for ourselves? 

We wish to thank the citizens of this town for their kind- 
ness in voting an extra sum for the support of schools this 
year. We have tried to be faithful and prudent in the 
use of these funds. 

The returns of the truant officer give the number of 
children, between the ages of five and sixteen as forty-six, 
twenty-one boys and twenty-five girls. 

At East Hebron, the spring term was taught by Miss 
Maud Dolloff. This was Miss Dolloffs third term at this 
school, and wasa continuation of her previous success. 
The fall and winter term was taught by Miss Lillian Mason. 
Excellent work was accomplished by both pupils and 
teacher, and much satisfaction has been expressed by 
those most interested in the welfare of the school. One 
serious drawback to the best work of the school is the care- 
lessness of a few parents in compelling regular attendance, 
and not until they realize the necessity for this, can the 
best results be secured. 
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However, we feel that the school year has been a decided 
success, and that this school can now compare favorably 
with neighboring ones. 

The three terms of the village school were taught by 
Miss Celia Jewell. Asa teacher Miss Jewell is one of the 
best. It is always a pleasure to visit her school room.
